lantic between the Delaware and the 
Chesapeake Capes, a dangerous mine 
is drifting, a menace to coastwise 
and foreign shipping. The mine was 
planted in the coast waters by Ger- 
man submarines on the occasion of 
their surprise visit in 1918. 

The vagabond mine, similar to the 
one which sank the Standard Oil 
tanker Herbert L. 
Delaware Capes in June, 16918, is 
causing seagoing men to shiver in 
their bouts day and night while 
navigating within thirty miles of the 
coast between Norfelk and Atlan

PARIS, July 29.—Having prevent- 
ed British participation in the Pol- 
ish armistice, the Bolsheviki now 
signify their willingness te partici- 
pate In a general peace conference. 
Acceptance méans reconstruction. 

From a military viewpoint, this 
inevitably impresses supporters ev- 
erywhere with the Belshevik mill- 
tary strength. The willingness to 
make an armistice possibly is a ruse 
to gain time te regreup units, re- 
place lesses and reorganize iong 
lines of communication in prepara- 
tion for a new blew against the 
Poles, or perhaps they are willing 
te have a Polish armistice in or- 
der to strike in South Europe or 
Central Agia. 

INTERNAL STRIFE HELPS. 

Ordinary methods of making a 
milita estimate of the situation 
are difficult, because all Bolshevik 
military plans are based on a com- 
bination attacking army, coupled 
with revolution or serious disturb- 
ances in the rear of the people at- 
tacked. Destruetion of Denikine and 
the offensive against the Poles, with 
German Communist outbreaks at the 
time of the Kapp outbreak, are good 
examples. 

When they are unable to execute 
a revolution they count upon friend- 
ty political parties and groups pre- 
venting serious military effart 
against them.

On Aug. 7, 1906, she was sen- 
tenced by Judge Nutter io 
hanged, but the execution was post- 
poned through technitalities, and 
nearly four years later Mrs. Le 
Doux asked for a new trial and 
pleaded guilty to having poisoned 
MecVickar. She was then sentenced 
to life imprisonment,
